Coins Showing the 
Subdivisions of a Nation 

by Halbert Carmichael, ANA 53304 
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The privilege of striking coinage is one of the symbols of 
sovereignty. As such, this right is jealously guarded and 
seldom delegated to the subunits of a nation. On the other 
hand most modern nations were formed by the union of 
smaller geographical units, and a surprising number of these 
cantons, provinces, regions, republics, or states have been 
represented in some manner on the coins of a nation. 


This article examines those nine- 
teenth and twentieth century coins 
which portray the arms or symbols of all 
the subdivisions of one nation on a 
single coin. These fall into two 
categories: the cases where the national 
coat of arms Is a combination of the 
arms of the smaller units, and coins 
which simply show some arrangement 
of the arms of the smaller units. 

It has been traditional with European 
rulers to subdivide their coats of arms to 
show the various jurisdictions over 
which they rule. In history this led to 
some very complex coats of arms with 
thirty or more parts. The Maria Theresa 
taler has a simplified version of her arms 
with only five of her dominions rep-

resented, but some of the German ta- 
lers and double talers of the nineteenth 
century show up to twenty-fold quar- 
tering of the shield. This tradition lives 
on with some Spanish coins showing 
variations of the arms of the old Spanish 
kings such as the lion of Leon, the castle 
of Castile, the stripes of Aragon, and the 
circles and lines (chain mail?) of 
Navarre. While these four kingdoms did ' 
not occupy the entire area of the mod- 
ern nation, their union does represent 
the founding of the modern state. 

The twentieth century half crowns of 
Great Britain show the royal arms with 
their quartering of the three leopards of 
England, the rampant lion of Scotland, 
and the harp of Ireland. These three 
make up what Is properly known as the 
United Kingdom. The crowns of 
Elizabeth II show four separate shields 
(repeating the leopards) along with 
floral symbols for the four parts of the 
United Kingdom, the English rose, the 
Scottish thistle, the Irish shamrock, and 
the Welsh leek. 

The twentieth century saw three na- 
tions founded which use combinations 
of arms for their national coats of arms* 
Czechoslovakia was created in late 1918 
from the Austro-Hungarian empire, and 
began minting its own coins in 1923. 
Four commemorative 10 and 20 koruna 
pieces (Y-11 to Y-14) were struck be- 
tween 1928 and 1937 which showed the

national arms on the reverse. Although 

► the treatment changes from coin to 

► coin, the arms are unchanged: a quar- 
tered shield with a fifth shield in the 

► center. Julius Sem explained the 
meaning of these arms in his article in 
The Numismatist of November 1969. 

^ The lion of Bohemia with his outsized 

claws and forked tail is on the middle 
shield. The archbishop's cross in the 
upper left represents Slovakia, the sec- 
ond largest of the provinces. The bear 
and horizontal stripes in the upper right 
^ stand for Ruthenia, later known as the 

Carpatho-Ukraine. The bottom quarters 
both have heraldric eagles. These rep- 
t resent Moravia and Siliesia, which seem 



to have been administered as a single 
province. 

From 1923 until 1960 the South African 
half-crown showed the national coat of 
arms on the reverse. This was also used 
on the crown of 1960, and the 20 cent 
piece from 1%1 until 1964. These arms 
are a quartered shield. The upper left 
has a female figure leaning on an anchor 
to represent Cape of Good Hope prov- 
ince. In the lower left there is an orange 
tree for the Orange Free State. The two 
animals in the upper right are a pair of 
wildebeests for Natal. The last quarter 
has a vortrekker's wagon representing 
the Transvaal into which the Boers 
migrated. 

The reverse adopted in 1938 for the 
new Australian florin was the arms of 
the Commonwealth of Australia. This is 
a six part shield supported by a kan- 
garoo and an emu and topped by an 
imperial crown. The six parts represent 
the six states of Australia. From the left 
the top row is New South Wales, Vic- 
toria, and Queensland. South Australia, 
Western Australia, and Tasmania are 
from left to right on the bottom row. 
This same reverse was continued on the 
florin, the largest coin to be regularly 
issued by Australia, until decimaliza- 
tion. A modernistic version of the same 
arms now appears on the reverse of the 
fifty cent piece. One change that has 
occurred is that the arms of South Aus- 
tralia has been changed from a rising (or 
setting?) sun to a white backed piping 
shrike. 

The first example of the second 
category of coins, ones showing arms 
that do not combine to make the na- 
tional arms, is the Basel "shooting taler" 
of 1879. The reverse of this crown-sized 
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Australia, florin, 1953, and 50 cent, 1966 


and Lucerne, respectively. The re- 
maining arms are arranged clockwise in 
the chronological order of the canton's 
joining the confederation. Clockwise 
from the top of the coin, the order is as 
follows: Bern, Lucerne, Uri, Schwyz, 
Unterwalden, Glarus, Zug, Freibourg, 
Solothurn, Basel, Shaffhausen, Appen- 
zel, St. Gallen, Graubunden, Aargau, 
Thurgau, Ticino, Vaud, Valais, 
Neuchatel, Geneva, and finally Zurich. 
The colors of the various arms are coded 
by minute striping which allows one to 
sort several confusing pairs. 

In 1928, Austria began issuing a series 
of commemorative two schilling coins 
which ran until 1936. After a lapse due to 
the Anschluss, World War II, and occu- 
pation, the commemorative series re- 
sumed in 1955 on twenty-five schilling 
coins with a fifty schilling series begin- 
ning in 1959. All these coins have similar 
reverses with the arms of the nine 
provinces of Austria arranged in a circle. 
The postwar coins have the arms ar- 
ranged in alphabetical order, in Ger- 
man: Burgenland, Karnten (Carinthia), 
Nieder Osterreich (Lower Austria), 
Ober Osterreich (Upper Austria), 
Salzburg, Steiermark (Styria), Tirol, 
Vorarlberg, and Wien (Vienna). The 
pre-war coins insert Vienna between 
Lower and Upper Austria. On some 
coins these nine shields are joined by a 
tenth which has the eagle of the nation 
of Austria. 

The Belgian fifty franc coin of 1939-40 
(Y-50) has nine shields arranged In a 
triangular pattern. These bear the arms 
of the nine provinces arranged al- 
phabetically in French. They are from

coin shows the arms of the city of Basel 
surrounded by twenty-two shields. 
These bear the arms of the twenty-two 
cantons of Switzerland arranged in an 
interesting order. The top center Is oc- 
cupied by Bern, the capital, and it Is 
flanked on the left and right by Zurich

the top left: Anvers (Antwerp), Brabant, 
Flandre Occidental (West Flanders), 
Flandre Oriental (East Flanders), 
Hainaut, Liege, Luxembourg, and 
Namur. The province of Luxembourg is 
not to be confused with the grand 
duchy of the same name which it 
touches and with which it shares arms of 
a red lion against horizontal blue and 
silver stripes. Eight of the nine shields 
have rampant lions. The gold lion on 
black of Brabant is rendered in relief; 
the black lion on gold of East Flanders is 
incuse. 

In an effort to decentralize and im- 
prove government services, Italy has 
grouped its ninety-five provinces into 
nineteen regions. Each region has its 
own legislature and considerable con- 
trol over public funds. This organization 
was commemorated on one of the most 
beautiful coins of the twentieth cen- 
tury: the 500 lire (Y-105), struck between 
1957 and 1964. The reverse design 
shows a woman surrounded by nine- 
teen shields. These are the arms of the 
regions; from the lower left In order 
they are: Liguria, Piedmont, Valle 
d'Aosta, Lombardy, Trentino-Alto 
Adige, Veneto, Venitia Guilla, Emilia- 
Romagna, Tuscany, Marche, Umbria, 
Latium, Abruzzi e Molise, Campagnia, 
Apulia, Basilicata, Calabria, Sicily, and

Sardinia. The order is roughly geo- 
graphical. Liguria is in the northwest, 
Veneto the northeast, Latium includes 
Rome halfway down the peninsula, and 
Calabria is the toe of the boot. 

In 1960 the Polish government struck 
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eight trial pieces in nickel in preparation 
for issuing a 100 zlotych coin to com- 
memorate the one thousandth an- 
niversary of the founding of the Polish 
kingdom. In 1966 two of these were re- 
struck with the 1966 date in both nickel 
and silver and marked with the word 
"TROBA." One type was struck in silver 
as the official commemorative coin. The 
three silver coins were available to 
foreign collectors at a premium, but one 
of my Polish correspondents pointed 
out that the silver Proba issues were not 
available to Polish collectors. 

The obverse of the official coin con- 
tains seventeen shields surrounding the 
Polish eagle. These shields are the coats 
of arms of the capital cities of the 
seventeen voivodshovs, or provinces, 
into which Poland is now divided. There 
seems to be no logical order except that 
Warsaw is at the top and is flanked by 
Krakow and Poznan, two of the most 
important cities. Clockwise from War- 
saw the order runs: Poznan, Lodz, 
Opole, Kielce, Lublin, Rzeszow, 
Bialystok, Olsztyn, Katowice, Zielona 
Cora, Szczecin, Bydgoszcz, Gdansk, 
Wroclow, Koszalin, and Krakow. War-

saw is represented by an armed mer- 
maid similar to the one which appears 
on the 1%5 commemorative 10 zlotych 
coin for the 700th anniversary of the 
founding of Warsaw. Gdansk is the 
Polish name for Danzig, and the arms on 
this coin are similar to those that ap- 
peared on the coinage of Danzig in the 
period between the World Wars. Simi- 
larly, the arms of Szczecin are those of 
Stettin, the old German city. On the 
other hand, Wroclaw and Opole have 
completely different arms than those 
listed in German references for Breslau 
and Opein, their German names. Lodz, 
which means boat in Polish, has a coat 
of arms that consists solely of a boat and 
oar. 

In 1976 Malaysia issued several coins 
to commemorate the 3rd Malasia Plan. 
These coins included one ringgit in 
cupro-nickel and a two hundred ringgit 
in gold, both of which are fourteen 
sided. On both coins the design on one 
side consists of fourteen flags sur- 
rounding the head of Tun Abdul Razak. 
The flags are the national flag and those 
of the thirteen federated states. The na- 
tional flag has fourteen horizontal 
stripes and a canton with a star and 
cresent moon, and is located at one 
o'clock on the coin. Clockwise from it 
the flags represent Johore, Kedah, Per- 
ils, Malacca, Sabah, Pinang, Selangor, 
Trengganu, Sarawak, Pahang, Kelontan, 
Negri Sembilan, and Perak. Since there 
seems to be no particular order to this 
arrangement and Perils and Pahang 
have flags that are identical except for 
color, they may well be swapped in the 
above list. 

The final coin to be considered rep- 
resents a union that never took place. In 
the early 1950's, the British promoted

the idea of a Central African Federation 
which would unite North and Southern 
Rhodesia with Nyasaland in a single 
state that would then soon receive its 
independence. A crown was issued for 
Southern Rhodesia in 1953 which had 
three shields under a small bust of Cecil 
Rhodes. Left to right, these repre- 
sented Northern Rhodesia, Southern 


Rhodesia, and Nyasaland. The federa- 
tion never became a reality, and the 
three colonies went their separate ways 
as the nations of Zambia, Rhodesia- 
Zimbabwe, and Malawi. 

Coins which show the subdivisions of 
a nation leave an indelible historic rec- 
ord to posterity of a nation's people 
who have joined together to form a 
stronger whole. For collectors these 
coins form an interesting topical collec- 
tion to pursue. In closing I would like to 
leave our readers with several questions 
I am looking for help in answering: 1) 
Are there any coins of this type that have 
been overlooked? 2) What are the color 
schemes on the arms of the Italian re- 
gions? 3) What is the significance of the 
order on the Polish and Malaysian 
coins?

It is a great privilege to serve as president of 
the world's largest numismatic organization, 
but any honor connected with this office must 
be earned by devoting time, ability and energy 
to improving existing programs and initiating 
new ones responsive to the needs of all of the 
members. The president has only one vote at 
board meetings and requires four additional 
votes to take any effective action. 'Differences 
of opinion are inevitable. Although I intend to 
take a forceful stand on all issues, I am hopeful 
that all members of the board, myself in- 
cluded, can disagree without being disagree- 
able and work in harmony to advance the 
interests of the association and its members. 


One principal source of disagreement has been the subject of election proce- 
dure. The change to the numbered-seat, staggered-four-year-term election plan 
was adopted by a five-to-four vote and one of the five later proposed that the 
board consider electing governors by regions. Substantive voting rights of the 
members should be changed only after obtaining the views of the membership 
at large. 

Although the 1979 procedure was published beforehand In The Numismatist, 
the wishes of the members cannot be presumed from their mere failure to take 
the time to write letters regarding bylaw amendments that may never be 
adopted. In my opinion, their views can only find expression In their responses 
to a questionnaire or in a referendum conducted at the time of an ANA election. 

I have opposed the new election procedure for several reasons. The members 
have lost their right to vote for seven candidates of their choice when two or 
more of those candidates are opposing each other for a numbered seat. The 
members have also lost their right to replace board members at the end of 
two-year terms. However, if it is the opinion of a majority of the voting members 
of ANA that the advantages of the new procedure outweigh its disadvantages, 
the wishes of the majority should prevail. 

I hope that the board will approve my proposal to mail a questionnaire on 
election procedure to the membership. The questionnaire should be mailed 
with the dues notices, except for a separate mailing to life members. The 
members would be requested to designate their first, second and third choices 
for (a) election of governors at large, (b) election by numbered seats, or (c) 
regional elections. The members would be asked for their views on staggered, 
four-year terms. The mailing would include recommendations prepared by any 
governors who choose to support or oppose any of the proposed methods. 

I look forward to seeing many of you personally during my visits to local, state 
and regional conventions. 
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Proof -Record Coins 
of the 



British Royal Min t

T he Royal Mint of Great Britain struck special proof coins 
between 1816 and 1964. In thirteen of those years, proof sets 
of coins of Great Britain were issued, principally when coins 
had been newly designed such as was required when a new 
monarch ascended the throne. In other years proofs of more 
than seventy countries, including Great Britain, were minted for 
the sole purpose of recording mint activity. This article concerns 
these latter-type coins, which I will call proof-record coins, the 
name used by Graham P. Dyer, Librarian and Curator of the 
Royal Mint. 
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The appearance of proof-record coins distinguishes them 
from issues for circulation. Carefully struck with special dies, 
their details, especially the edges, are sharp and well-defined. 
Most are characterized by mirror-like fields with matte finish of 
design and legend. 

I first became aware of these coins through the literature of 
the Montpelier, Vermont, coin firm. International Coins and 
Currency. Subsequently I visited the British Museum in London, 
the Royal Mint in London, and the Fitzwilliam Museum in Cam- 
bridge. Surprisingly, this extensive set of rare coins has to my 
knowledge never been comprehensively discussed in numis- 
matic literature, and only occasionally has brief reference been 
made to the coins. 


The story begins in 1816when William 
Wellesley Pole, older brother of the 
Duke of Wellington, was master worker 
of the Royal Mint, with a seat in the 
Cabinet.^ He wrote in a memorandum 
to the Mint Board that he '^observed 
with pain that not only there is no col- 
lection of British coins in His Majesty's 
Mint, but that there is not a single proof 
coin. . To remedy this situation he 
founded the Mint collection, the pur- 
pose of which was to serve as a source of 
reference material, as well as to build up 
an artistic tradition.^ Pole ordered that 
in the future a proof specimen of every 
coin and medal produced by the Royal 
Mint be placed in the Mint collection. 
According to Craig, the collection was 
extended back to 1801 with the striking 
of proof specimens of past coins. 

An interesting record of how well that 
order was carried out in the years to 
follow is found in Hocking's catalog of 
the Royal Mint collection, published in 
1906.^ During most of the remaining 
years of the reign of George III, and 
during the reigns of George IV and Wil- 
liam IV, proof coins were minted for 
each denomination of each yearly- 
issued coin. In subsequent years, how- 
ever, proof coins were not struck every 
year. For example, among the silver and 
gold old-head series of Queen Victoria, 
Hocking lists coins for 1893 but not for 
the years 1 894 to 1 901 . Although he does 
not designate the 1893 coins as proofs, I 
presume that they are representative of

the proof sets issued in 1893. Pennies 
and half pennies are listed for 1895 and 
1901 , whereas farthings are listed only in 
1895. These bronze coins are also not 
designated as proofs. 

Other works mention years in which 
old-head Victoria proof coins were 
minted. Seaby and Rayner give 1893 as 
the only date for silver proof coins,® and 
Linecar and Stone list only 1893 five- 
pound gold proofs and one-crown sil- 
ver proofs.^ For bronze proofs. Freeman 
lists issues of pennies fori 895, 1 897, and 
1901; half penniesof 1901; and farthings 
of 18%.^ Peck omits the 1897 penny but 
includes the other bronze coins.® 

Thus, the evidence from all of these 
compilations indicates that old-head 
proof coins were not minted in many of 
the years between 1893 and 1901. 

For the earlier years of Victoria's 
reign. Hocking lists fewer years for 
proof specimens than do others such as 
Seaby and Rayner. There were, unfor- 
tunately, many occasions when the 
Mint failed to retain proof record copies 
for its collection, leaving it far from 
complete.® Perhaps contributing to this 
incompleteness was the failure to have 
any officer of the Mint specifically 
charged with the custody and upkeep of 
the collection before W. J. Hocking was 
so appointed in 1913. In that year a 
budget covering the collection was pro- 
vided for the first time.^° Of course, 
certain coins struck from new dies 
could sometimes be mistaken for proof 
coins, and, therefore, some coins listed 
as proofs in books such as Seaby and 
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Rayner may not actually be proofs. But 
even the longest list of proof coins does 
not list proofs for many years. 

Although no catalog of the Mint col- 
lection has been issued since block- 
ing's, many of the annual reports of the 
Deputy Master of the Mint issued dur- 
ing the first quarter of the 20th century 
briefly record specimens of that year's 
coinage which were added to the Mint 
collection. For example, the 42nd report 
in 1911 states that "specimens of the 
current work of the Mint were as usual 
placed among the exhibits." The word 
"proof" was not used; nor was it used to 
describe the coins added to the collec- 
tion during the years 1911 to 1925. Peck, 


Freeman, and Seaby and Rayner also do 
not list proof coins ifor most of the same 
period. 

From 1926 to 1964 some proof-record 
coins were minted each year. The 
bronze specimens for the years 1926 to 
1963 in the British Museum collection, 
as well as specimens held in other col- 
lections, were catalogued by Peck.” 
The British Museum collection contains 
silver proof-record coins and brass 
three-pence pieces, as well. At various 
times during the nineteenth and early 
twentieth centuries, the Royal Mint 
gave proof-record coins to the British 
Museum. Yet Peck records no gifts of 
proof coins prior to 1926 but regular 


► 

► 
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gifts thereafter.'^ Why this regular giv- 
ing began in 1926 is unclear. Perhaps it 
was connected with the Royal Mint's in- 
creased emphasis upon minting foreign 
orders. Craig states: "Finally, in 1923 
after the lapse of three-quarters of a 
century, a deputy master, to keep the 
wheels of his machinery turning in years 
of depression, began to pick up foreign 
orders under the noses of Continental 
mints which had long catered for other 
countries."'^ Also In 1923, a standing 
committee of leading artists and con- 
noisseurs was set up at the Royal Mint to 
advise the Deputy Master on designs of 
coins.'^ Perhaps by 1926 Mint officials 
realized that the proof-record speci- 
mens would serve as useful records of 
this increased activity, and they began 
faithfully sending proof-record speci- 
mens to the British Museum. 

In 1963 for some issues and in 1964 for 
others, minting of proof-record speci- 
mens ceased. For example, the last year 
of each denomination of proof-record 
coins of Great Britain in the British 
Museum collection is 1963: half crown, 
florin, shilling (Scottish); and 1964: 
shilling (English), sixpence, three- 
pence, penny, half penny. 

A cursory examination of the exten- 
sive FItzwilliam Museum collection of 
coins minted by the Royal Mint for 
countries outside of the United King- 
dom showed also that proof-record 
specimens were not minted after 1963 
for some countries and after 1964 for 
others. The reasons for discontinuance 


of the proof-record series are easy to 
understand.'^ The cost of minting was 
high because special dies and planchets 
had to be prepared, and special care 
was required in the minting operation. 
Also, Mint officials realized that the 
Mint was creating a series of rare coins, 
highly prized by collectors, and the de- 
sirability of these coins to modern col- 
lectors caused distribution problems 
which were inconsistent with the pur- 
pose of producing the proof-record 
coins. 

The number of different examples of 
proof-record coins minted between 
1926 and 1964 is large. Coins for more 
than seventy countries in various de- 
nominations were produced for various 
years. Table 1 illustrates the 72 coin 
types minted in only one year, 1952, for 
18 territories, colonies, and countries 
outside of the United Kingdom.'® Figure 
1 shows photographs of three proof- 
record coins minted in 1962, which are 
from International Coins and Currency. 
Figure 2 shows photographs of two 
Great Britain half crowns, one a proof- 
record coin and the other a regular Issue 
coin. Both are in the Royal Mint collec- 
tion. 

The exact mintage of each example of 
a proof-record coin is uncertain, but the 
number is certainly low. Freeman es- 
timated for the bronze penny, half 
penny, and farthing proof-record coins 
of Great Britain that 6 to 15 were minted 
for each year and type for the periods 
1926 to 1936 and 1938 to 1948, whereas

only 2 to 5 were minted between 1954 
and 1963.^^ (His study covered only 1963 
and earlier years.) The range of 2 to 5 is 
probably too low, because more than 5 
specimens exist in museums in the 
United Kingdom. International Coins 
and Currency estimated that the various 
mintages were between 5 and 60. What- 
ever their total issue, the number of 
coins struck for a particular year for ter- 
ritories, colonies, and countries outside 
of the United Kingdom was the same as 
the number minted for Great Britain.^® 
Apparently no mint records were kept 
of the mintages. 

In the last few years that proof-record 
copies were struck, the Royal Mint dis- 
tributed them among various United 
Kingdom museums. Besides the Mint 
collection, these include the Queen's 


collection, British Museum, Fitzwilliam 
Museum, Ashmolean Museum, and 
certain others, among which were 
probably the Welch National Museum, 
Ulster Museum, Hunterian Museum, 
and Royal Scottish Museum. A few 
specimens were also given to certain 
coin designers and others officially as- 
sociated with the Royal Mint; probably 
it is these latter specimens from non- 
museum sources which eventually ap- 
pear in the numismatic market. 

The availability, although limited, of 
some of the coins makes this extensive, 
series of rare coins of interest to col- 
lectors. Certainly proof collectors will 
want to consider the need for inclusion 
of some of these proof-record coins in 
their collections.

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A Generalized 
Type-List Definition: 


A generalized definition of what would determine the extent 
of a type-list could have a definite impact on both the 
numismatist and the historian. Paul H. Johansen raised the 
question as to what constituted a type-list of United States 
coinage in his Numismatic Scrapbook article, "A Proposed, 
Model Type-List of U.S. Coins, 1793-1976."' He further invited 
discussion on his ideas, and his proposal should, indeed, be 
discussed. Paul's article emphasized the fact that many basic 
questions remain unresolved in the field of numismatics. While 
it might be ambitious to assume that any one model could satisfy 
the needs of a wide variety of collector interests, a discussion 
such as the one proposed and initiated by Paul Johansen could 
in fact lead to the creation of a widely applicable model. This is 
not to say that the appearance of such a model would end the 
flow of discussion. On the contrary, such a model should 
stimulate further discussion, refinement, and research. 


When economic and historical as- 
pects of numismatics are considered 
together, the usefulness of a well de- 
fined type-list to guide coin selection 
cannot be overlooked. As the prices for 
type coins of all nations and periods 
continue to rise, the necessity of care- 
fully selecting which coins to purchase 
for inclusion in a collection increases. 
Current prices not only strain the lim- 
ited purchasing power of the individual 
numismatist, but also the finances of 
most educational institutions which 
might strive to build a research collec- 
tion of coinage. 

Limited finances dictate specializa- 
tion, something many collectors avoid. 
In 1958, Walter Havernick attacked the 
premise, ''Many coins — great signifi- 


cance; few coins — little significance."^ 
He argued that while a large collection is 
nice. Its usefulness as a research tool is 
limited without some focus. 

It may seem presumptuous to assume 
that the numismatist fills a role that 
makes his choice of coins important. 
However, we do share a responsibility 
for preserving significant and rep- 
resentative examples of the primary 
historical data formed by coinage. Philip 
Grierson, professor of numismatics in 
Brussels and Cambridge, addressed the 
role of the numismatist In an excellent 
monograph entitled Numismatics and 
History.^ While he faults numismatists 
for frequently gathering knowledge for 
knowledge's sake and failing to 
adequately interpret their mass of data,

► he cannot dismiss the numismatist. In- 

stead he recognizes the need for our 
work in establishing the basic data base 
which might be used by the historian. 
Having access to the surviving physical 
numismatic records places the respon- 
^ sibility of scientifically organizing our 

data, so that it might be more readily 
accessible to the historian, squarely on 
‘ our shoulders. 

The importance of the numismatist 
was again stressed a few years later by 
A.H.M. Jones. He stated: 

Numismatics is a science in its own right. 
Coins deserve study both from the techni- 
cal and the artistic point of view, and must 
be classified topographically and 
chronologically. . . By the classification of 
^ coins [numismatists] have made a sub- 

stantial contribution to history, especially 
in the areas and periods where the literary 
evidence is scanty or untrustworthy.* * ** 

He went on to conclude that numis- 
matists are often most helpful to the 
^ historian when they pursue numis- 

matics for its own sake. He was, how- 
ever, speaking of numismatists' work 
' that involved a structured ordering and 

analysis of data. 

Jones also took the numismatist to 
^ task, but in a little different direction 

from Grierson. Rather than faulting 
numismatists for falling to adequately 
interpret the material at hand, he urged 
them to stop "overstraining the numis- 
matic evidence looking for subtleties" 

[ and concentrate instead on building a 


structured data set and conducting sci- 
entific analysis. 

A properly defined type-list could 
contribute to an adequate structuring of 
numismatic data. Such a listing should 
meet the minimum classification 
scheme of being both topographical 
and chronological, but the listing 
should also be appropriately structured 
within such a classification scheme. 
That structure should be provided by 
the type-list definition. 

What is Numismatics? 

The definition of a type-list should be 
contingent upon an acceptable defini- 
tion of numismatics, which, after all, 
defines the scope of our science. The 
ANA Dictionary of Numismatic Terms 
defines numismatics as, "the science, 
study or collecting of coins, tokens, 
medals, paper money, orders, decora- 
tions and similar objects."^ While this 
definition might be suitable for the use 
of the collector, it does not adequately 
establish the boundaries within which 
we must work. Grierson's definition of 
numismatics is more useful in deriving 
the definition of a type-list. "Numis- 
matics may be defined as the science of 
money in Its physical aspects," hestates. 
"Its subject-matter consists of the 
material objects used to measure the 
worth of goods and services, and con- 
sequently to facilitate the exchange of 
commodities and act as a store of 
value.

Grierson further elaborates that the 
material objects are usually made of 
metal and were officially authorized. 
Neither condition, however, is essen- 
tial. "'What is essential is that the objects 
in question shall serve, or can serve, for 
purposes of evaluation or exchange."^ 
Specifically, Grierson states: 

[Numismatics] covers the materials of 
which coins are made and where they 
come from; the forms which coins take, 
from the point of view of weight, design, 
and technique of manufacture; the or- 
ganization and control of their production 
and circulation by the state or some other 
authority, including such questions as the 
size and frequency of issues and the 
nominal values attached to each type of 
coin; and finally the use to which they are 
put by the community in which they cir- 
culate, whether those communities are 
the same as those for whose advantage 
they were originally produced or not.® 

It should be obvious in this definition 
that the primary data of numismatics are 
the coins themselves, as well as related 
materials such as dies, hubs, instru- 
ments, patterns, proofs, coin weights, 
and mint records. 

Between the ANA and the Grierson 
definitions lies a description of the 
subject matter of numismatics suitable 
to guide our definition of a type-list. 
One might chart the subject matter of 
numismatics as has been done in Figure 
1. Note that the center section defines 
the subject matter to be covered by the 
definition of a type-list. It is clearly con- 
sistent with the central focus of the 
Grierson definition of numismatics, 
while the chart as a whole embraces the 
scope of the ANA definition. 

Definition of a Type-List 

In light of Grierson's comments, a 
type-list would be the minimum set of 
coins necessary to make generalizations 
about a country's methods of coin pro- 
duction, artistic styles, economic his- 
tory (as it relates to coinage), and coin- 
age system. The definition to be pre- 


sented here is based upon Paul Johan- 
sen's type-list definition as he applied it 
to U.S. coinage. However, the scope of 
Johansen's definition, i.e., that coins 
must be "of U.S. minting, regularly is- 
sued"^ is obviously too narrow for a 
generalized definition of a type-list, one 
which covers unofficial Issues and re- 
lated artifacts such as patterns and 
proofs. However, to attempt to include 
all relevant items in a comprehensive 
type-list for any one country could re- 
quire many volumes. (Consider, for 
example, how many volumes would be 
necessary to adequately catalog all trade 
tokens used in the United States.) The 
definition, then, must be applicable on 
the metalevel and yet provide for a 
number of sublevel type-lists. Essen- 
tially, I am proposing a tree structure 
into which the definition would be 
placed, as in Figure 2. 

The components of the structure 
would then be defined as follows: 

Metalevel Definition: A type-list en- 
compasses the minimum set of objects 
which were used as a medium of ex- 
change or value, whether officially or 
unofficially Issued, necessary to study 
the money of a particular country (e.g., 
nation, state, region, locality) in its 
physical aspects. 

Sub-Level Definition: A sub-level of a 
type-list is a uniquely identifiable group 
of objects worthy of study as a group. 
Groups which would qualify as sub- 
levels might include legally authorized 
regular Issues, legally authorized com- 
memorative issues, and private cir- 
culating issues (tokens primarily). (Note 
that sub-levels could be easily ex- 
panded to Include such objects as pat- 
terns, medals, and bonds. Care would 
have to be taken that It not be expanded 
too far, however.) Sub-levels could be 
further categorized according to logical 
historical, political, or economic 
periods in a country's history. The def-

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inition and justification of a period 
would be the responsibility of the par- 
ticular author. Some examples of sub- 

levels might include: 

Regular Issue — A coin of legally au- 
thorized minting, regularly issued. 
Commemorative Issue — A coin of legally 
authorized minting, issued primarily for 
the purpose of marking, honoring or ob- 
serving an event, place or people or to 
preserve its memory.^® 

Tokens — A piece of durable material ap- 
propriately marked and unofficially issued 
for monetary or related purposes. 
Currency — A piece of paper money of 
legally authorized printing, regularly is- 
sued. 

This list is certainly not exhaustive. 
However, new sub-levels can be de- 
fined whenever they might be relevant 
to a particular country. 

Type-Level Definition: Objects of a 
particular sub-level distinguishable 
from others of like denomination by: 

Design — Intentionally designed, 
struck, or printed and issued with ob- 
verse, reverse, or in combination rec- 
ognizable to the unaided eye. Minor 
changes constitute sub-types. Primitive 
money distinctions should be made In 
the same spirit. 

Size — Visible characteristics of 
diameter, thickness, length, and width. 
Minor changes constitute sub-types. 

Weight, Substance — Elements de- 
terminable from official publications 
and/or ascertainable by test. Minor 
changes constitute sub-types. 

Sub-Type Definition: Already defined 
within the definition of Type-Level. As 
Paul Johansen points out,” the criteria 
do not treat mint marks or their place- 
ment, serial numbers, errors, ir- 
regularities, or any other intentional or 
unintentional difference or differences 


which normally might be expected to 
vary as part of the normal design.” 

Variety Definition: Those objects 
which vary from their otherwise as- 
signed type or sub-type due to some 
method or stage of their manufacturing 
process which results in an otherwise 
unintentional or unauthorized differ- 
ence. These would include such oc- 
currences as the use of the wrong 
punch and varying design elements 
such as stars, cracked dies, and over- 
dates. 

Specifications for the Writeup 

Again, Paul Johansen's model type- 
list is a good starting point. The conven- 
tions used should be both brief and 
general to the most universal extent. 
Whenever possible, space saving terms 
should be used. This includes the stan- 
dard "Obv" for obverse and "Rev" for 
reverse. It should also include other ab- 
breviations as are possible for each 
specific type-list. Paul employed ab- 
breviations for all the commonly re- 
peated mottos. By all means, an ex- 
panded type-list should use photo- 
graphic examples, but illustrations 
should not be necessary to identify a 
normal, unlabeled coin chosen at 
random. 

Weight and metallic content are two 
parts of the descriptions that need to be 
standardized across all levels of a type- 
list. Weight should always be listed ac- 
cording to international metric stan- 
dards. (Weight, by the way, should 
more properly be referred to as mass, 
although I doubt that the use of weight 
does. In fact, cause any confusion.) A 
useful guide to standard practice was 
provided by Harold Don Allen In the 
December 1974 The Numismatist 
Whenever a country uses a different 
standard, a statement of the conversion 
standards applied should be made. The

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reader can then use the metric standard 
and conversion factor to recover the 
weight of the coin in the specific coun- 
try's measurement system. Metallic 
content, likewise, can be referred to a 
standard system of identification. I am 
speaking, of course, of the symbols 
used on the periodic table of the ele- 
ments. The composition of alloys 
(fineness is the most familiar indication) 
should be expressed in parts-per- 
thousand or In percentages, if 
appropriate. 


Other conventions may be devised to 
meet the needs of a specific level. If 
other conventions are used, they 
should be fully explained in the intro- 
duction to the list and should be logi- 
cally defendable. 

The listing itself should follow a for- 
mat similar to that used by Paul Johan- 
sen. The list that is produced by this 
format is both compact and easy to fol- 
low. It also lends Itself well to merging 
with photographic examples. It can be 
summarized as follows:^^

Rev: description 

Weight: metallic content diameter

Norwegian Coinage: An Application 

The type-list definition can best be illustrated through an actual application. I have 
chosen to use Norway as an example for two reasons. (1) The generality of the 
definition was designed for application to foreign coinages. Norway's coinage is one 
with which I am familiar. (2) Paul Johansen's proposed type-list cannot strictly serve 
as an example for this paper. Although the two type-lists are similar, it would be 
necessary to make a few changes to bring the two into complete accord. 

Norway's political/numismatic history lends itself quite well to the logical specifi- 
cation of sub-levels. One might make distinctions based on the reign of a king, 
periods of political control by Denmark or Sweden, the pre-post-krone system, etc. 
The type-list presented here will cover all regular and commemorative coinage 
issued by the Norwegian government since 1905, the date of final independence 
from Swedish control. Please note that the list will not cover all Norwegian coinage. 
In this particular type-list, the first 900 years of Norwegian coinage are excluded. The 
period covered, on the other hand, could have been even more strictly defined. For 
example, I could have limited the type-list to the coinage of the reign of one king or 
to the brief Quisling period. However, I have chosen to cover the broad period, 1905 
to date, and I will arrange the list according to denomination. 

Conventions 

The following abbreviations will be used in the listing: 

AFN — ALT FOR NORGE (Everything for Norway) 

EOTTDF — ENIC oc TRO TIL DOVRE FALLER (United and Faithful until Dovre Falls) 

F — FRicjORiNCEN (Liberation) 

HDSNK HAAKON DEN SYVENDE NORGES KONGE (before 1951) Or HAAKON DEN SjUENDE NORGES 

KONGE (after 1951) (Haakon the Seventh King of Norway) 

HVlINK — HAAKON VII NORGES KONGE (Haakon VII King of Norway) 

HVIIOV — HAAKON VII OLAV V 

KIA — KRONEMYNT I 100 AR (100th Year of the Krone)

TAMS' St. Louis Salute to Farran Zerbe 

A portrait of Farran Zerbe, noted turn-of-the-century 
collector in charge of the official numismatic exhibition at 
) the 1904 St. Louis World's Fair, has been chosen as the 

obverse design of the 1979 TAMS/ANA convention meet- 
ing medal. Zerbe's portrait is mated to a standard reverse 
► design, the official TAMS emblem depicting a pair of an- 

cient minters striking a coin by hand. Commissioned 
through The Franklin Mint, this is the 13th consecutive 
annual issue of the TAMS meeting medal. All issues have 
I featured the same reverse design as this year's medal, in 

combination with varied obverse depictions symbolic of 
the annual ANA convention host cities. 

This year's TAMS medal is again being struck in the popular dollar size, 39mm diameter, with 
a reeded edge, in proof quality bronze and sterling silver editions, $5 and $15 respectively, or 
$19.50 for the pair. This year TAMS members have also been offered a special proof copper- 
nickel version on an advance subscription basis at $5.50. The quantities produced in all three 
versions have been limited to the number of orders received prior to July 23, 1979. 

Members who placed orders in advance were able to pick up their Zerbe medals at the St.

Several years ago in their "Token Collector's Pages" which appeared in this 
publication, George and Melvin Fuld described and illustrated an interesting and 
well executed token advertising Al. W. Martin's "Greater Uncle Tom's Cabin." The 
Fulds commented on the piece as follows: "Surely one of the most exceptional 
pieces in the ANS collection. It is believed that the piece was issued in Chicago, III. 
for a production by Martin — name unknown. As can be seen by the reverse, Martin 
was famous for his 'Uncle Tom's Cabin '; his other productions are seldom referred 
to." The ANS specimen, illustrated in their column, is struck in brass and is 28 x 
41mm. 


Shortly after the Fulds' article ap- 
peared, I was able to acquire a choice 
specimen of this token, mine differing 



from the ANS piece in that it Is struck In 
aluminum. At the time I didn't compare 
my token with the illustration of the 
ANS token, but filed It away in the bank 
where it was promptly forgotten. 

Recently I acquired another token 
which reminded me of the "Greater 
Uncle Tom's Cabin" piece. My new ac- 
quisition, also struck in aluminum, was 
issued by Martin & Company, 191-193 S. 
Clark Street, Chicago. The reverse ad- 
vertises Martin & Company's business 
as "Engravers, Die Makers, Machinists, 
Metal Specialties, Seals, Badges, Sten- 
cils, Brass and Aluminum Checks." Ob- 
viously Martin was a die sinker who 
manufactured trade tokens, among 
other things. I can't recall ever reading 
anything about this company or its 
tokens — it would undoubtedly make 
the subject of an interesting research 
project for someone living in the 
Chicago area. 

As the obverse of the piece indicates, 
Martin also manufactured his 
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trademarked "Chameleon" rubber 
stamps. I doubt that many numismatic 
items depicting chameleons exist, al- 
though another die sinking firm, Mer- 
riam & Company of Boston, came close 
by depicting a salamander on one of 
their Civil War tokens. 

Upon retrieving my "Greater Uncle 
Tom's Cabin" token from the bank, I 
was surprised to notice that it was struck 
from a different obverse die than the 
ANS specimen. Although there are 
minor differences in the trees and 


cabin, the major change is that on each 
side of the legend of my token a ribbon 
has been added. On the left ribbon are 
the words MADE BY MARTIN & CO. The 
right ribbon has Martin's Clark Street 
address. The ANS token has a star on 
each side in place of the ribbons. 

According to the Fulds, the ANS 
token was struck in 1890. The 
aluminum variety no doubt was issued 
during the same period; aluminum be- 
came very popular in the manufacture 
of tokens and medals during the 1890's. 


Double Denomination Token 



With double denomination United 
States currency very much in the spot- 
light lately, it seems appropriate to il- 
lustrate in this column a double de- 
nomination token. While hardly of the 
numismatic significance of the U.S. 
error notes, it is nevertheless an in- 
teresting and unusual occurrence. 

The subject token appears to be the 
type of amusement company or slot 
machine maverick frequently encoun- 
tered — the sort of token most of us 
tend to overlook in our search for more 
desirable exonumla. Found in a coin 
dealer's "junk book," It first attracted 
my attention when I noticed the un- 
common 6y20 denomination; I was re- 
ally surprised to turn it over and find the 
more conventional 6y40 value on the re- 
verse. The token is struck in brass and is 
21mm. 

What we have here is most likely a 
muling of two reverse dies, each in- 
tended to be used with some other ob- 
verse die. Who knows why such a token 
was struck? — D.E.S. 


What Is It? 

Several months ago the illustrated 
item was sent to us by a reader in 
Florida. He had taken it to several coin 
shows, and nobody had been able to tell 
him what it was. We can't either and 
hope that a more knowledgeable 
numismatist in whatever specialty it 
belongs will be able to identify it. 

The obverse design certainly is 
suggestive of some of our country's 
early coinage; the reverse inscription, 
ACFH KOPRW 2358, makes no sense at 
all (at least to me). The piece is 19mm 
and is struck In a nickel composition 
(possibly pure nickel — it is strongly 
attracted to a magnet). — D.E.S.

Two different dated counterfeit Indian head cents that have recently been 
examined by the ANACS staff have got to be considered among the most frightening 
of counterfeit coins. They are frightening to us not because they are so well made, 
but because they are relatively common dates, the type of coins that would be among 
the first coins acquired by newcomers to coin collecting. These 1867 and 1868 cents 
are usually a rich chocolate brown that Is very attractive to the inexperienced eye. 
Any single coin, by itself, probably would not arouse suspicion, but when several of 
the reverses are examined side-by-side, common defects can be easily noted. 


Among the more obvious are a series 
of depressions between the wreath and 
the denticles on the left side of the re- 
verse, a single horizontal depression off 
the lower point of the upper left corner 
of the shield, and what appear to be 
tooling marks on the field at the right of 
the crossbar of the T in CENT. Close 


examination of the rest of these re- 
verses will reveal other identical marks, 
but the ones listed are the most easily 
seen. 

Depressions on coins are normally 
the result of damage, and no two de- 
pressions should be identical even 
though they could bear some re-

semblance to each other. There could 
conceivably be a common depression 
as the result of damage to a hub during 
the die manufacturing operation. But 
the odds against having several identical 
depressions, on two dies from different 
years, is just too astronomical to be be- 
lievable on genuine coins. On the other 
hand, a counterfeiter will normally cut 
corners wherever possible, and one of 
the most economical ways would be to 
use the undated die with any number of 
dated dies in an effort to cut his man- 
ufacturing costs. The odds are that dates 
other than 1867 and 1868 will also show 
up with these common defects, though 
ANACS hasn't yet seen them.

Roman Coin Project k Numismatists

Originated and administered by David R. Cervin, the Roman Coin Project is a program specially designed for junior 
members of the ANA to earn Roman and Byzantine coins for their activities in numismatics. Up to eight coins can be earned, 
four Roman coins in the initial program, and four Byzantine coins in the advanced section. 

In the initial program, the first three coins can be earned from numismatic partiapation in three of six categories: 
educational presentations, exhibiting, writing, club office, show committee chairmanship, or receiving a badge in numis- 
matics from your youth group. The fourth coin must be earned by completing the ANA’s Young Numismatists Corresjnn- 
dence Course. In the advance program coin number five is earned by signing up a new ANA member, coin number six by 
signing up two additional members, coin number seven for the publication of at least 500 words in a major numismatic 
publication, and coin number eight for planning and executing an exhibit of the coins earned thus far in the program.

It's always nice to hear from juniors, especially when they are not only twins but 
are the only twins enrolled in the RCP. Maybe it is so pleasing to hear from twins 
Michelle and Renee Paguia, Pittsburgh, Pa., because when they were a mere ten and 
one-half years old, they asked for special permission to start the Roman Coin Project. 
(Incidentally, permission was denied; you must be a junior member of ANA and the 


minimum age is eleven.) 

However, this rebuff didn't daunt 
them one iota. They each proceeded to 
prepare a talk on "Why I Collect Coins." 
Then the first time their club, the Israel 
Numismatic Society of Greater 
Pittsburgh, met after the girls' eleventh 
birthday, they presented their talks to 
the club, for which each received a 
small bronze of Diocletian, AD 284-305. 
(It was Diocletian who put to death 
more Christians than any other Roman 
emperor.) 

This was just a start. Michelle and 
Renee are now fourteen and have each 
earned four Roman and two Byzantine 
coins. Presently they are on the road to 
completing the Advanced RCP and are 
each doing research which should re- 
sult in early publication of their findings 
in national publications. 

With all this work in numismatics, do 
the twins have time for other Interests? 
Indeed they do. Both have studied 
music for most of their lives and as a 
result have both made the Pittsburgh 
All-City Orchestra! Languages? They are 
studying Russian, French, and Hebrew, 
plus, of course, English. And, they are 
active in athletics! 


Are there other juniors in the Paguia 
family who are active in the Roman Coin 
Project? You had better believe it! Sister 
Danielle, like the twins, joined the day 
she reached her eleventh birthday. 
Now just twelve years old, she has 
earned not only all four Roman coins In 
the Basic section of the RCP but has 
acquired her first Byzantine coin under 
the Advanced portion. 

Now think this question over: How 
many juniors in the country have even 
seen a Byzantine coin, let alone own 
one? Could you spot one in a group of 
coins? The Paguia sisters have five 
Byzantine coins between them, and the 
chances are they can now spot most 
Byzantine coins ever minted. 

That's what numismatics Is all about. 
If you don't learn, you lose the appela- 
tlon oi numismatist and become merely 
a coin collector. There is no way to par- 
ticipate in the RCP and not be a numis- 
matist. And there is not a junior in the 
country who could not equal the fine 
record of the Paguia sisters . . . But it 
requires good, hard, dedicated work, if 
engaging in numismatics can, by any 
stretch of the imagination, be classified 
as work! 
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Numismatist, Not Coin Collector 

For junior members of the ANA there 
is always something nice happening. 
What is the newest bonus? Before 
answering this question let's do a little 
backtracking. 

Several years ago a number of knowl- 
edgeable and Influential ANA members 
concluded that juniors really had no 
convenient way to develop all-around 
basic skills in numismatics. Without 
applied leadership, many juniors could 
only aspire to become proficient coin 
collectors, not numismatists. 

But how was this teaching of numis- 
matics going to be brought to 
youngsters? The average junior learns 
little, if anything, except what he can 
pick up from attending club meetings. 
Few are the clubs that are fortunate 
enough to have real teachers, i.e., 
skilled numismatists who can impart 
knowledge to juniors In a way that 
makes learning fun, yet develops a for- 
mal program of learning. 

There, that's the answer: develop a 
formal program of learning. If clubs as 
individual groups rarely produce 
teachers of numismatics, then why not 
bring these few scattered souls together 
and compile a course in numismatics 
that would be taught — and this is the 
real clue to the eventual success of the 
program — by correspondence? 

Yes, this was the solution. So the ANA 
gathered together fifteen blue chip 
specialists in divers fields and au- 
thorized them to set up a correspon- 
dence course in the basics of coin col- 
lecting, appropriately called the Young 
Numismatists Correspondence Course. 
The result: the finest training course, by 
far, ever assembled for budding young 
coin collectors. 

It is easy to sound these words of 
praise. But are they really justified? 
Consider this interesting statistic: 
seventy-five percent of all who have 
completed this course are seniors! In 
other words, though designed for 
juniors, YNCC has been overwhelm- 
ingly accepted by oldsters. 

From the very beginning of the 
Roman Coin Project, the YNCC has 


been held in the highest esteem. To 
complete the basic portion of the RCP, 
the junior must complete this course, 
but only after earning three Roman 
coins chosen from six different 
categories. (See heading instructions.) 

Now let's answer that question : What 
is the newest bonus for juniors? An In- 
termediate Numismatic Correspon- 
dence Course. Yes, the demand for ad- 
vanced training in numismatics became 
so pronounced that the ANA was 
"forced" to develop, one might say 
without too much exaggeration, a 
post-graduate course in numismatics. It 
consists of twenty chapters written by 
some of the most respected authors in 
numismatics and administered by 
Robert and Cheryl Maisch. If you are 
ready to participate In either program, 
write directly to the ANA in Colorado 
Springs. 

Is completion of the YNCC a pre- 
requisite to participating in the INCC? 
Not necessarily. Each person Is the best 
judge of his/her knowledge or lack of it 
in numismatics. However, juniors are 
urged to not by-pass the YNCC, and 
those juniors participating in the RCP 
must complete the YNCC before 
enrolling in the INCC. 

So comes the question, "How does 
the INCC fit into the RCP?" Very neatly. 
First of all, INCC is logically a part of the 
advanced portion of the RCP, for which 
Byzantine coins are awarded. Probably 
the hardest of these coins to earn is No. 
6, which requires the signing of two new 
ANA members after signing a first new 
member to earn coin No. 5. This is a real 
stumbling block for many juniors. So, as 
an alternative for earning coin No. 6, the 
completion of the INCC may be used. 

But what if the enterprising junior 
signs two new ANA members and also 
completes the INCC? Then he/she earns 
a bonus Byzantine coin. How about the 
juniors who have already completed the 
advanced RCP? If they now complete 
the INCC, even though they are no 
longer juniors, they, too, will receive 
another Byzantine coin. In fact, I will 
hand pick something special for them!

There have been several books writ- 
ten for coin collectors on the legal as- 
pects of collecting, such as estate plan- 
ning. This book is written by a coin col- 
lector, himself an attorney, to introduce 
other attorneys to the world of numis- 
matics. The thrust of the book is the 
legal implications of various aspects of 
collecting, including appraisals and 
grading. The clear and concise way the 
book is written, as well as the biblio- 
graphic references, makes it of great 
interest to collectors. It is volume 12 of 
the American Jurisprudence ''Proof of 
Facts" series and should be available In 
most law libraries.

GERMAN TALERS 1500-1600, by John S. 
Davenport. 1978. 422p. Illus. Hard cover.

The eighth volume of the Davenport 
series of European/German crown 
catalogues is here. It covers German 
talers from 1500 to 1600. The present 
work caps the series, coming 32 years 
and 10,000 crowns after the first volume 
was published in book form. It lists, il- 
lustrates, and describes the 1,082 ear- 
liest German talers, over a third of them 
from the Brunswick and Saxon duchies, 
Mansfield, and the Palatinate. In addi- 
tion, an appendix by Wolfgang Schulten 
lists and pictures 63 guldentalers. These 
coins are 4 or 5 grams lighter than the 
talers, and smaller. The main catalogue 
includes all the regular talers and all 
defacto talers such as guldiners, gul- 
dengroschen, etc. 


There's an irony about the comple- 
tion of the Davenport series. When it 
started out, a crown collector of average 
means could hope with patience to 
build a fine cabinet. But now that the 
guidance Isall here, only a millionaire or 
a museum could tackle the task of 
bringing together a comprehensive 
crown collection. Various factors have 
caused this, not the least of which Is the 
popularity of the series that the Daven- 
port catalogues has stimulated. The 
Davenport format is now standard, fol- 
lowed or adapted by dozens of 
cataloguers in other numismatic areas.

For more than a hundred years, many 
people who collect Canadian coins have 
also collected Canadian tokens. Early 
tokens have been well documented, 
and varieties have been adequately de- 
scribed. Some of the later ones issued 
by merchants and other business 
people were included in Breton's books 
on Canadian coins, medals, and tokens; 
but the majority have not been covered. 

This omission has been corrected in 
recent years by the issuance of token 
catalogues for most Canadian prov- 
inces. However, there were still a 
number of mavericks, tokens lacking 
enough information to specifically 
identify their origin. This book attri- 
butes many of these pieces. The infor- 
mation given includes only the name of 
the business, a one word description, 
and the town or city where the token 
was issued. — J.D.F.

A Lasting Tribute to "The Duke" 

"'Few people are given the title 'the.' There's the president, the pope, the queen, 
and the duke." Senator Barry Goldwater's assessment of the high esteem afforded 
John Wayne was deemed accurate by the U.S. House Subcommittee of the Banking, 
Finance and Urban Affairs Committee who authorized that "The Duke" receive a 
gold medal from the President of the United States. Only 31 Americans have received 
such an honor. Including George Washington, Charles Lindbergh, the Wright 
Brothers, and Jonas Salk. President Carter, in signing the bill, stated, "For nearly half 
a century, the Duke has symbolized the American ideals of integrity, courage, 
patriotism and strength and has represented to the world many of the deepest values 
that this Nation respects." 


Legislation was passed on Wayne's 
72nd birthday. May 26, following per- 
sonal testimony by such luminaries as 
actresses Maureen O'Hara Blair and 
Elizabeth Taylor Warner, Screen Actors 
Guild President Kathleen Nolan, and 
U.S. Army General Albert C. Wed- 
emeyer. In addition, hundreds of 
letters of support for the medal poured 
in from friends, colleagues, and fans 
around the country . . . people like 
Jimmy Stewart, James Arness, Gregory 
Peck, Katherine Hepburn, Ronald 
Reagan, General and Mrs. Omar Brad- 
ley, Gerald Ford, Kirk Douglas, and 
Robert Mitchum. Said Lady Bird 
Johnson of Wayne: "With his hallmark, 
true grit and caring about his neighbors, 
he embodies that love of adventure and 
strength of character that built this 
country." 

Though work began soon after the bill 
was signed, Wayne passed away on June 
11, several weeks before the medal's 
completion by U.S. Mint Chief 
Engraver/Sculptor Frank Gasparro. It Is 
planned that the 3" gold medal and the 
11 Vi" wax working model will be given 
to the Wayne family.

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The medars obverse will feature a 
portrait of Wayne taken from a 
composite of 11 photographs supplied 
by the Wayne family, chief of which is a 
head shot of the actor as Davey Crockett 
from the movie, "'The Alamo." Its rug- 
ged appearance is enhanced by a rag- 
ged scarf around Wayne's neck and a 
smudge of gunpowder on his cheek. 
Above the bust are the words suggested 
by Maureen O'Hara: "John Wayne, 
American." The proposed reverse de- 
sign shows Wayne on horseback gal- 
loping through Monument Valley, 
Utah, scene of many of the Duke's 
movies. 

Gasparro has taken special care with 
the medat that depicts one of his child- 
hood heros. He recalls going to Satur- 
day afternoon movies in his youth to see 
John Wayne. "When you came out of 
the movie," remembers Gasparro, "you 
always felt a little bigger than you were. 
Wayne was a big man. Not just in body. 
He was bigger than life. That's what I'm 
trying to show in the model." 

The government has already received 
over 5,000 letters asking for duplicates 
of the gold medal. Mint Director Stella 


Hackel has announced plans to strike 
bronze replicas of the piece which will 
be available at a later date to the public. 
The mint will be pleased to accept mail 
orders for the bronze medals at this 
time; however, it will be several months 
before they will be produced. Ms. 
Hackel stressed that receipt of an order 
and remittance will not constitute an ac- 
ceptance; rather, remittances will be 
deposited in the Treasury for safe- 
keeping only, pending the availability 
of the medals. 

To be struck in both a 3 inch and a 1 
5/16 inch size, cost of the 3 inch bronze 
medal is $8.30 by mail ($8 at mint 
facilities in the Philadelphia and Denver 
Mints, the San Francisco Old Mint, and 
at the Treasury Department Main 
Building in Washington, D.C.), and for 
the smaller medal, $1 over the counter 
and $1.10 by mail. Money orders or 
checks should be made payable to the 
Bureau of the Mint, 55 Mint Street, San 
Francisco, CA 94175. Non-residents 
should remit international money or- 
ders or checks drawn on U.S. banks, 
payable in U.S. currency. Please do not 
remit cash. 


Medal Commemorates Anthony Dollar Ceremony 



The Rochester Numismatic Association (RNA) has issued a 40 mm bronze medal struck by 
Metal Arts Company, commemorating the issuance, on July 2nd, 1979, of the Susan B. Anthony 
dollar. Sculptress Susan Sherlock of Syracuse, N.Y., prepared the design. The obverse depicts a 
man and a woman joining hands and bears the inscription perfect equality which was taken 
from a favorite expression of Miss Anthony's: "Perfect equality for all." The reverse features the 
inscriptions susan b. Anthony celebration • july 2, 1979 • Rochester, new york. 

Medals were first available at the July 2 ceremony attended by Mint Director Stella B. Hackel. 
Limited quantities of this bronze medal are available and may be ordered by contacting Pat

U«S«3«R. — Fourth Cold 100-Rouble Coin Issued 



The fourth gold 100-rouble coin issued to commemorate the 1980 Olympic Games 
in the Soviet Union is now available. The latest in the .900 fine gold six-coin Olympic 
collection features an ultra-modern stadium on its reverse, accompanied by the 
official symbol of the 1980 Olympic Games. Cyrillic script around the circumference 
reads/'The XXll Olympiad, MOSCOW 1980," with the year of mintage. 

Officially named ^'Druzhba" ^fTiendship), the 3,000-seat "Universal Sports Hall" is 
lOCdtSd near the CentrBi Stadium of Lenin in the Luzhnike district of Moscow. It will 
house the volleyball competitions during the Games next year and is built to accom- 
modate 11 different kinds of competition. 

As with the three prior gold coins issued, the USSR Ministry of Finance and the 
State Bank have announced that the guaranteed maximum mintage of the latest coin 
is being maintained at 130,000 for distribution worldwide. Suggested retail price of 
the fourth Olympic gold coin is $215 (brilliant uncirculated) and $265 (proof). 

Struck at the Goznak Mints of Leningrad and Moscow, each gold coin weighs .5556 
troy oz., contains .4999 troy oz. of pure gold, measures 30mm in diameter and 1 .8mm 
in thickness. The complete six-coin collection will contain 2.999 troy oz. of pure gold 
— or almost a quarter troy pound. 

By bviyio^ NAoscow Olympic coins, whether gold, silver or platinum, purchasers 
dfS contributing to the United States Olympic Committee in helping defray training 
and transportation costs of America's top athletes chosen to compete in the Games 
next year. 

. . . Third Platinum Coin Now Available 

The third of five pure platinum 150-rouble coins being issued to commemorate the 
1980 Olympic Games in the Soviet Union is now available for purchase. 

The design, demonstrating the 121st of 321 official wrestling maneuvers, depicts 
the famous marble statue of ancient wrestlers by an unknown Greek sculptor during 
the 4th century A.D. The original work is housed in Florence's Uffizi Museum, Italy. 
Doric columns and the official symbol of the 1980 Olympic Games form the 
background of the new coin's design. Cyrillic script around the circumference 
reads, "The XXll Olympiad, Moscow 1980," with the year of mintage. 

Each platinum coin weighs .4999 troy oz., contains .4995 troy oz. of pure platinum, 
and measures 28.6mm in diameter and 1.5mm in thickness. The complete five-coin 
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collection will contain 2.497 troy oz. of pure platinum — over one fifth of a troy | 

pound. The suggested retail price of the third platinum Olympic coin is $460 (brilliant 
uncirculated) and $495 (proof). 

In total, the Moscow 1980 Olympic Coin Program will consist of 28 silver coins, six ^ 

gold coins and five platinum coins. They are available through selected coin dealers I

ISLE OF MAN — The Five Crowns of Man's Thousand Years 



One thousand years ago, on Tynwald Hill in the Isle of Man, the Norse lords 
assembled with other officials to enact the first legislation for their Viking kingdom. 
Thus was born the earliest British parliament — predating by some three centuries 
the parliament at Westminster, considered the ''Mother of Parliaments. " Its mil- 
lennium is celebrated In 1979 with jubilation and thanksgiving, and Tynwald has 
decreed that five special commemorative crowns be struck and put into circulation 
on the island as precious mementos for all time.

Common to all crowns is Arnold Machines profile of Queen Elizabeth, while each 
of the five superb reverse designs by the noted medallic sculptor Leslie Lindsay 
captures the spirit of the island's unfolding history ... a story inextricably bound to 
the sea around her. Depicted on the first crown are Viking longships; the Norse 
hero, Godfred Crovan; and Tynwald Hill, the famous mound where Viking rulers 
first gathered ten centuries ago. These, and the Celtic ring chain that circumscribes 
the design, are symbolic of the Norse era of the 11th and 12th centuries when the 
island became the center of a great Viking empire. 

The 13th and 14th centuries saw the island change hands repeatedly between the 
Scots and Irish. Castle Rushen, portrayed on the second crown, featured promi- 
nently in these struggles while the English "cog" depicted before the fort is typical of 
the sailing vessels of the time. 

Successive members of the Stanley family — created Earls of Derby in 1485 — were 
Lords of Man during the 15th and 16th centuries. On St. Michael's Island, illustrated 
on the third crown. Sir John Stanley codified the laws of Man In 1429. Flemish 
"carracks," as in the type seen, would have been riding at anchor in the island's 
harbors during this period. 

In the 17th century, the Isle of Man became immersed In a civil war . . . the 
Stanleys doggedly defending the island for King Charles II. The English man-o'-war 
and the Royalist officers of the Civil War Period Illustrated on the fourth crown 
represent this exciting era of strife. 

The Island's greatest contribution to modern navigation — the lifeboat movement 
— was Inspired and instigated by the Manxman Sir William Hillary in 1823. His 
portrait appears on the fifth crown of Man above a dramatic rescue-at-sea Illustration 
showing a lifeboat used around the British coasts of the 19th century. 

Superbly minted in sterling silver or cupro-nickel, each crown measures 38.60mm 
in diameter and weighs 28.28 grams in all editions. 100,000 sets of library finish 
cupro-nickel crowns will be used as circulating currency in the Isle of Man, though 
the .925 sterling silver printings will also be invested with full legal tender status. The 
first sterling edition Is being multi-struck and "super-surfaced" to what the Pobjoy 
Mint considers the finest finish in world coinage today. The other silver edition will 
be double struck to brilliant uncirculated condition, also "super-surfaced." The 
limited edition of 10,000 proof coin sets and 25,000 BU sets are offered in luxurious 
velvet-finish cases, accompanied by a Certificate of Issue published by the Isle of 
Man Treasury and the Pobjoy Mint. For information on prices, ordering instructions, 
and issue date, contact Pobjoy Mint, Ltd., Mint House, Oldfields Road, Sutton, 
Surrey, England. 


JAMAICA — Mintage Figures Announced for Coronation Commemoratives 

The Bank of Jamaica has announced the final mintage figures for the three legal 
tender commemorative coins struck at the Valcambi Mint in Switzerland in 1978 in 
honor of the 25th anniversary of the coronation of Queen Elizabeth II of Great 
Britain. The final mintages are as follows: $25 proof silver coins — 21 ,500; $25 brilliant 
uncirculated silver coins — 11,425; $100 proof gold coins — 5,835; $250 proof gold 
coins — 3,005. 

The $25 coin measures 63mm in diameter, has a weight of 2,100 grains and is 
composed of .925 fine sterling silver. The $100 coin measures 26mm In diameter, has 
a weight of 175 grains and is composed of .900 fine gold. The $250 coin measures 
40mm in diameter, weighs 667 grains and is composed of .900 fine gold. 

A spokesman for the Bank indicated that the mintage figures for all three 1978 
Jamaica coins are final and that no more will ever be minted. No silver proofs remain 
available at the official issue price since the entire 21,500 mintage has been sold to 
collectors. However, limited quantities of the $25 brilliant uncirculated, the $100 
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proof and the $250 proof coins are still available. Inquiries may be directed to Bank of 
Jamaica, P.O. Box 621, Kingston, Jamaica, West Indies, or to Paramount International 
Coin Corporation, Dept. 92, 600 Union, Englewood, OH 45322. 


Rainbow and Dove Newest Israeli Medal 



The Biblical tale of Noah's Ark has been selected by The Judaic Heritage Society to com- 
memorate Israel's 31st Anniversary of Independence. The Ark and the Covenant Medal illus- 
trated Cod's promise to Noah that the earth would not be destroyed again as long as men would 
take care of it and of one another. The theme, conceived by Robert Weber, society president, is 
lyrically portrayed by world-renowned artist and sculptor Rina Rotholz under commission by 
the society. The medal shows Noah with outstretched arms greeting the return of the dove 
bearing an olive branch. Below, the surging waves of the flood waters have lodged the ark on 
the peak of the Ararat Mountains. Above, the rainbow signals that all the seasons will come and 
go as before. In the background, the number "31" links, over the span of millennia, the Biblical 
children of Israel with today's people of Israel. The reverse of the medal bears the quotation 
". . . and lo in her mouth an olive-leaf freshly plucked . . ." (Genesis 8:11), together with a 
stylized rendition of the emblem of the State of Israel. 

"The Ark and the Covenant" is being issued in limited editions of 3,000 medals In solid 
bronze, 2 inch diameter, at $18 each; 1,500 medals in fine .999 silver, 2 inch diameter, at $70; 
and 300 medals in solid 24 kt. gold, iy4 Inch diameter, at $695. Each medal is hallmarked and 
numbered, and is accompanied by an attractive lucite display easel.

Superior Completes Record 
Sale of 1 894-S Dime 
An anonymous collector first made 
headlines in July 1978 when he acquired 
one of the six examples of the famous 
1913 Liberty Head Nickel for a record 
$200,000. Again, this last February, he 
purchased the 1804 Silver Dollar, 'The 
King of American Rarities," for another 
record figure of $200,000. Now Ira 
Goldberg of Superior Stamp and Coin 
Company, Beverly Hills, who arranged 
for the earlier two purchases, has man- 



aged to complete the acquisition of the 
"Big Three" by tracking down the 1 894-S 
Dime. The selling price is another re- 
cord — $135,000. 

Goldberg credits his latest coup to the 
avalanche of national publicity gener- 
ated in the numismatic press with re- 
gard to the previous purchases by the 
"California Mystery Man." Offers of 
super-rarities were received from all 
parts of the country. When the 1 894-S 
dime was offered by Larry Demner of 
National Coin Investments, the deal was 
quickly wrapped up. 

The coin is listed as specimen number 
10 in Walter Breen's Encyclopedia of 
United States and Colonial Proof Coins, 
and was previously sold in Kagin's "Sale 
of the 70's" (November 1973) where the 
Impaired Branch Mint Proof realized 
$52,000. Almost half of the 14 known 
1 894-S dimes are in anonymous hands 
. . . spread out across the country in 
private collections in New York, Chi- 
cago, the Midwest, and now Cali- 
fornia. 

"The California collector is extremely 
pleased with his latest purchase," indi- 
cates Goldberg, "but he does not in- 
tend to quit now. The search for addi- 
tional important numismatic acquisi- 
tions will continue." 
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Grove Commissioned 
for Congressional Medal 

Award-winning sculptor Edward R. 
Grove has been commissioned by the 
United States Capitol Historical Society 
to design its 1979 Congressionally au- 
thorized medal honoring John Paul 
Jones. Second in a 13 year historical 
series dedicated to important American 
personalities and events in the period 
between independence and the signing 
of the Constitution, this year's medal 
will feature a rendition of the "Father of 
the American Navy" and of the naval 
engagement between his warship, the 
Bonhomme Richard, and the British 
frigate, Serapis. 

Society president Fred Schwengel 
feels that the 1979 medal, with its excit- 
ing nautical motif of tall ships, billowing 
canvas, and salt spray, will be consid- 
ered an outstanding achievement In 
contemporary medallic art. This state- 
ment comes as no surprise to the many 
fans of Mr. Grove, who has won not 
only prestigious National Sculpture 
Society awards but also was the 1%9 
winner of the "ANA Numismatic Art 
Award for Excellence in Medallic 
Sculpture." 

In addition to the gold, silver, and 
bronze medals available in sizes of 
1-5/16 inch (gold), 3 inch (sterling silver 
and bronze), and 1-1/2 inch (sterling and 
bronze), the society wilt be Issuing a 
first day cover philatelic-numismatic 
combination commemorating the 2()()th 
anniversary of Jones' sea victory. The 
U.S. Post Office will be placing its Jones 
stamp on the market September 23, and 
PNC orders will be filled immediately 
thereafter.

The coins and 
medals lent themselves to illustration by 
wood cut or copper plate from the very 
start, so many of the early books are of 
exceptional beauty and interest. 




Dr. Chase's Recipes 

Recently, while going through the book section at a local antique store, I found a 
book which had the following information. I thought the readers might find it 
interesting. 

In 1866, Dr. A.W. Chase, being the author, published a book entitled, DR, 
CHASE'S RECIPES or INFORMATION for EVERYBODY. It was published in Ann Arbor, 
Michigan. This book contained useful information for people who had a mind to use 
it. It varied from helpful ideas for the merchant, the saloon department, the medical 
department, the painter's department, also the blacksmith, the baker, and the 
jeweler's department. 

Under the heading of "Merchants and Grocery Department" was a seven-step 
guide for them to follow to detect counterfeit currency, which was in circulation at 
that time. 

first — Examine the form and features of all human figures on the notes. If 
the forms are graceful and features distinct, examine the drapery, see if the folds 
lie natural; and the hair of the head should be observed, and see if the fine 
strands can be seen. 

SECOND — Examine the lettering, the title of the bank or the round hand- 
writing on the face of the note. On all genuine bills, the work is done with great 
skill and perfectness, and there has never been a counterfeit but was defective in 
the lettering. 
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THIRD — The imprint, or the engraver's name. By observing the great perfec- 
tion of the different company names — in the evenness and shape of the fine 
letters, counterfeiters never get the imprint perfect. This rule alone, if strictly 
observed, will detect every counterfeit note in existence. 

FOURTH The shading in the back-ground of the vignette, or over or around 
the letters forming the name of the bank, on a good bill is even and perfect, on a 
counterfeit is irregular and imperfect. 

FIFTH — Examine well the figures on the other parts of the note, containing 
the denomination, also the letters. Examine well the die work around the figures 
which stand for the denomination, to see if it is of the same character as that 
which forms the ornamental work surrounding it. 

SIXTH Never take a bill that is deficient in any of the above points, and if 
your impression is bad when you first see it, you had better be careful how you 
become convinced to change your mind — whether your opinion is not altered 
as you become confused in looking into the texture of the workmanship of the 
bill. 

SEVENTH — Examine the name of ihe state, name of the bank, and name of the 
town where It is located. If it has been altered from a broken bank, the defects 
can be plainly seen, as the alteration will show that It had been stamped on.

The coins are identified by peel-off stickers which are placed in recessed date slots below the openings. 
Thus, the collector can place his coins in the album in any way he wishes and still maintain proper 
identification.
